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KILLER RE-ENACTS CRIMES 


‘Heirens Admits Butchering Tot, 
Lipstick’ and Strangle Slayings 


CHICAGO, Aug. 6—(UP)—William Heirens, 17, coolly confessed to three shocking crimes 
Tuesday—one the strangling and dismemberment of six-year-old Suzanne Degnan—and 
then smilingly re-enacted the crimes before silent and grim crowds. 

For four hours the University of Chicago sophomore told the State’s Attorney how he 
strangled Suzanne with his hands last Dec. 7; how he knifed and shot Frances Brown, for- 


mer WAVE, in her apartment last D 


Ross, 43, a divorcee, in her apart- 
ment June 5, 1945. 

After his confession and re-enact- 
ment of the slayings-——re-enact 
ments in which he commented 
briefly on changes made in the 
homes of his victims since he last 
was in them—he was taken to a 
South Side apartment to re-enact 
@n assault on Miss Evalyn Peter- 
son, former Army nurse, He at- 
tacked and wounded her in her 
apartment in October, 1945. 

“NO SATISFACTION” 

Later, the State’s attorney plan- 
ned to question him about his 
many burglaries and other as- 
saults 

The youth, wha spends much of 
his time in the county jail in 
prayer, said he got “no satisfac- 
tion” from the. slayings, but did 
derive sexual  gratification—his 
underlying motive in all his crimes 
~—from his many burglaries. He 
killed Mrs. Ross and Miss Brown 
when tiey surprised him burglariz- 
ing their homes. He entered. the 
Degnan home intent on burglary, 
he said, and killed the child when 
she awoke. 

Heirens, described by authori- 
ties as a person with a Jekyll-Hyde 
personality—a good side and a bad 
side—told how he named his bad 
self “George Murman’” and of his 
inner conflict. between “myself 
and George.” 

After his confession, which 
amounted to at least 20,000 words, 
he was taken to the scenes of the 
slayings. In his re-enactment at 
the Degnan home, a ladder was 
propped against the window and 
he climbed into Suzanne's bed- 
room, returning to the window in 
ea few moments and climbing down 
again. 

DEGNANS NOT AT HOME 

He smiled faintly at several 
points in the re-enactment. The 
child’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
James Degnan, who reportedly 
are expecting another child soon, 
were not at home. 

A crowd of about 2,000 persons 
Jostied and shoved to get a look 
at the killer. He was taken to the 
basement of an apartment build- 
ing nearby where he dissected the 
child’s body. 

Manacled, and surrounded by 

lice, he walked down the mid- 

le ofa@the street. Huge crowds, in- 
cluding mothers and children who 
had been terrorized during the 
youth's crime career, watched 
silently, grimly, from the ‘curbs. 
Heirens glanced frequently to both 
sides. 

Aster the re-enactment was com- 
pleted at the Degnan home, he was 
taken to the homes of Mrs. Ross 
and Miss Brown to re-enact those 
crimes. 

In his confession of the slaying 
of Miss Brown, he told of climb- 
ing the fire escape of her apart- 
ment and entering through a win- 
dow. When she screamed, he said, 
he struck her four times with the 
butt of his gun. Then he shot 
her once in the head. 

COULD NOT REMEMBER 

He said he could not remember 
sticking a knife into her throat 
or dragging her bleeding body to 
the bathroom, where it was found 


draped over the side of the tub. | 


Nor could he remember wash- 
ing blood from the body, he said, 
or removing the pajama pants. 
But he said he did not attempt 
the sex act 

The slaving. he said, 
bot*er me at al!.” 

In his confession of the murder 
of Mrs. Ross, he said he entered 
her

FBI Enters Garsson Probe; 
Spotlight Turns on Higgins 


Kaiser and Railroads 
Facing Investigation

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6—(UP)—The FBI took over the in- 
vestigation into alleged war profiteering by the Garsson mu- 
nitions ring Tuesday, but the Senate’s own investigators ad- 
mitted unhappily that Rep. Andrew J. May’s ailing heart 
might spare him questioning on his connection with the Mid- 
_western combine. 


The FBI move was the first step 


toward possible criminal prosecu- 


tion of the leading lights of the 
Garsson combine, which allegedly 


rolled up huge profits on war con-

tracts obtained through political 
influence. 

It coincided with the announce- 
ment in New Orleans that the 
Justice Department has launched 
an inquiry into the wartime opera- 
tions of Andrew Jackson Higgins, 
the obscure boat builder who sky- 
rocketed into industrial fame dur- 
ing the war years as a master 
maker of naval craft, airplanes 
and plastics. 

Tuesday Higgins issued a for- 
mal statement to the press. He 
said: 

“I am surprised and amazed 
that accusations against myself 
and members of my organization 
should be made prior to complete 
investigation. To my knowledge, 
the action and conduct of Higgins 
Industries and its affiliate com- 
panies have been subjected to the 
strictest scrunity of all branches 
of the Government services, both 
during and after the war. 

“This was done with our fullest 
co-operation. No

have been brought to our atten- 
tion. I am confident that none 
exist.” . 

The Senate War Investigating 
Committee, which uncovered the 
Garsson case and produced wit- 
nesses who linked May to the com- 
bine, also has been asked to look 
into Henry J. Kaiser, whose war 
time rise to profitable prominence 
closely paralleled that of Higgins. 

Committee Chairman James M. 
Mead, Democrat, New York, and 
Atty. Gen. Tom Clark announced 
after a closed conference that the 
FBI has taken over the Garsson 
inquiry from the Senate group. 


Internal Revenue agents also 
have been assigned to the case. 
they said, to investigate possible 
tax irregularities by the companies 
and their principal officers. 

There was no word from either 
official as to whether May would 
be scrutinized by the FBI or the 
Federal tax examiners.

School Bonds 
Up for Bids 
Tomorrow 


Bids for purchase of the $2,500.- 
000 Fulton County school bonds 
will be received by Board mem- 
bers at a special meeting at 2 p. m., 
tomorrow at the Fulton County 
Courthouse. 

Decision to move immediately to 
market the securities voted in the 
July 17 State primary came at a 
Board session yesterday at which 
the 1946-47 school budget calling 
for an outlay of $2,387,500 was ap- 
proved. 

Jere A. Wells, Fulton School Su- 
perintendent, said the Board feels 
it should sell the bonds as soon as 
practicable to provide needed im- 
provements to the system and to 
speed up inauguration of the 7-5 
educational program, already 
adopted by school systems of the 
metropolitan area. 

VALIDATED SEPT. 8 

The bonds will be validated on 
Sept. 8, but Fulton school. officials 
believe arrangements should be 
pushed to insure their early sale. 

The new budget, calling for the 
expenditure of $2,387,500 for the 
coming school year, is the largest 
in history. It is approximately 
$300,000 more than the 1945-46 
budget. Principal items are $1,837,- 
500 for instructional service, $175.,- 
000 for operation of plants, $175.,- 
000 for repairs to existing build- 
ings, $70,000 for transportation of 
students to schools, and $45,000 for 
administration. The remaining 
sums are allocated for purchase of 
equipment, libraries and other in- 
cidental outlays. 

SUBJECTS OUTLINED 


For years, Fulton schools have 
had a 7-4 system, which means 
seven elementary grades and four 
for high schools. Under the new 
plan a fifth grade will be added to 
high schools. English, arithmetic, 
spelling and penmanship, health 
science, and American citizenship 
will be required subjects in the 
newly created classes for the high 
schools, with music as an elective. 

Wells said students who already 
are in high school will continue 
under the old system until they 
are graduated.

A Fine Sound to It 


We went to Hebron Church. 
A It is about 12 miles out from Commerce, Ga. 
.. There has been a Presbyterian Church there in 
the pleasant grove of water oaks for 150 years. 

Hebron was a great name with people wanting to found a city 
or a church. Last Spring | stopped for an hour in Hebron in the 
Holy Land, seeing the market and the old streets of it, with Jew 
angArab busy at their shops. 

t is in the hill country of Judah, about 20 miles from Jerusalem 
and a little less from Beersheba. Abraham dwelt there. Sarah 
was buried there. Iseac and Jacob made it their home. For a 
time great, King David made it his capital before the taking of 
Jerusalem. 

After the death of Saul, when David had returned from the 
Slaughter of the Amalekites— 

“And it came to pass after this, that David inquired of the Lord, 
saying, ‘Shall I go up into any of the cities of Judah?’ And the 
Lord said, ‘Go up.’ And David said, ‘Whither shall I go?’ And 
the Lord said, ‘Unto Hebron.’ ”’ 

It had a good, fine sound in the ears of the peoples who came 
to a new land to find land and to build churches and to become 
Americans. And so today there are many, many churches and 
towns in the old settlers’ places by the name of Hebron. 

So, it was not strange this old corner of Georgia should have 
a Hebron community and church. It was in 1796 that a stern 
Calvinist named John Newton came into the new Franklin County. 
It had been acquired from the Indians from a line on the Tugaloo 
River across Currahee Mountain down to the Oconee and a junc- 
tion with the Creek nation. John Newton was going about, visit- 
ing the cabins, baptizing children, marrying a few of the blushing 
frontier youngsters. 

They put up a church of logs and they called it Hebron. 


That was 1796. 

150 Years So, there we were Sunday, 150 years after the 

first church went up. There was a fine crowd of 
people, many of them with the strong, fine Presbyterian faces which 
the Scottish and Irish and Welsh peoples brought to this country. 

I remember an old Presbyterian preacher who spoke out of 
many years to say, “You can always tell the real Presbyterians. 
They have fine, plain Scottish faces that reflect the highlands.” 
You could see some of those faces there Sunday. 

There was a burying ground by the church. There were old 
stones there marking soldiers of the Revolutionary War. There 
were old stones with the crudely-cut misspelled words, but all of 
them having a dignity of a good death. 

There were the graves of children and in the lines cut on their 
stones on? could read the agony in the hearts of parents who had 
watched a child die. 

Young people romped about the burying ground, awaiting din- 
ner. Older people walked about, recalling the words and faces of 
persons long dead, talking contentedly, with a rare and simple 
faith, of their own going out from the world to a resting place 
there below the red earth, there to await the last trumpet. 

Old Days I liked best talking to some of the very old persons 

there whose memories stretched back to the days 
when the sermons were three and four hours long; when there 
was plenty of hell fire and brimstone and eternal damnation thun- 
dered from the pulpit and sinners shivered in their Sunday clothes; 
when there were great and long pronunciations on doctrine of 
baptism and sacrament. 

It was solemn and long and there must have been times when 
it was dull and the congregation, especially. the young ones, twisted 
restlessly in their seats. But to the older person those were the days 
when church and religion had fire and substance to it. 

To define God is to limit Him. And each generation of minis- 
ters seeks to interpret Him in a way the people will know. Some 
do it weli in a brisk 20-minute sermon Some fumble awkwardly 
in a full hour of trying. Each is trying to express his own idea 
of God. The stern old*men of the pioneer days had something. It 
is too bad they didn’t cut records in those days so we could play 
them and hear the words fling out, hard and unrelenting and 
exhorting. 

It was a fine day, full of sunshine and_reunion and laughter 
and worship and song. The seasons roll on and those who cling 
now to life. recalling the old days, will be there beneath the earth 
when the generation of 50 years from now goes to Hebron to 
worship. 

People will always go to Hebron—the city of Abraham, of David.

Electoral College 
And County Unit 


The first thing that occurred 
when the county unit system was attacked in 
the Federal courts was the fact that the United 

States runs its own presidential elections by an electoral college, 
which is somewhat similar to the county unit system. In this 
electoral college, each State is allotted so many votes which it can 
cast for the President. Georgia now has 12 such electoral—or. if 
you please—unit votes, It used to have 14 electoral votes. New 
York State, of course, has many more electoral votes. Where 
Georgia has few electoral \otes as compared with New York, the 
small rural county of Georgia doesn’t have as many-unit votes as 
does Fulton, with its large population. 


to Georgians 


Some political observers who are also lawyers say, however, 
that Georgia's county unit system is NOT like the electoral col- 
lege. The electoral college membership is based entirely on popu- 
lation. The county unit system was arbitrarily set up on a broed 
view of population but without any fair proportionment. Under 
the electoral college plan, the nation is divided into congressional 
districts, and each State has at least one Congressman. These dis- 
tricts are established on a basis of population. Every 10 years the 
districts are reapportioned to keeps abreast of the population 
changes. Thus, when Georgia lost population, it lost two congres- 
sional districts. And changes were made within Georgia, shifting 
some counties into other ccngressional districts tou take care of the 
population requirements. Since the number of Congressmen has 
to remain the same, the two Congressmen which Georgia lost went 
to some State whose population increased. 


sroadly, Georgia's county unit system is established on a popu- 
lation basis—but it Olfers no accuracy in so far as a sliding scale 
and fair proportionment is concerned. Georgia’s law says that the 
eight counties with the largest population shall have six unit votes, 
and three Representatives in the Lower House. It says that the 
J0 counties with the next highest population shal! have four unit 
votes, and two members of the Hous@ And it says that all other 
counties shall have two unit votes and one House member. This 
offers a change in representation in that when a county in the 
lower bracket exceeds the population of one of those in the higher 
bracket, they exchange places But the suit in the Federal court 
contends that tt is undemocratic and unconstitutional for a county 
with less than 1,000 people to have one-third the voice in State 
affairs as does a county with 500,000 inhabitants. The suit claims 
it is unfair for one vote in a small rural county to equal 106 votes 
in Fulton County. ! 


: ; 9 The county unit system which zives 
Revise Unit Plan: rural counties power in Georgia poli- 
tics is deeply ingrained in many, if not most, Georgians, who do 
not want the big cities to control the State. . The recent guber- 
natorial campaign heard many references to the Crump machine 
controlling Tennessee by popular vote. In a recent column. Editor 
Ralph McGill said that, however fair the county unit system might 
have been when it was established, its fairness had been impaired 
by a shifting of rural population to the cities during the past half 
century. He suggested that the county unit system could be im- 
proved by giving the big cities a greater voice in State government 
without robbing the country people of their vote—by adding a few 
units to Fulton County and other large counties, for instance. 


Since the Federal electoral college is legal, and since it is based 
on population without robbing the small States of a voice in na- 
tional affairs, Georgia might attempt to pattern its county unit sys- 
tem exactly along the lines of the electoral college. In other words, 
it might cast aside its present total of 410 unit votes, and its plan 
of allotting 121 counties the identical two unit votes, and begin on 
a new basis. Even the smallest populated county would have to 
have one Representative in the Legislature, just as even the small- 
est populated State has at least one Congressman. Instead of giving 
the smaliest counties two unit to count for one Representa- 
tive, however, they could make one unit vote county for one Rep- 
resentative.

The revised law could start by allocating one unit vote and one 
Representative to each county with, say, 10,000 inhabitants or lees. 
It could scale upwards with, say. two votes and two Representatives 
for counties between the populations of 10,000 and 25.000. And this 
vote could be increased by population percentages until it hit Fulton 

giving this big-city county more unit power and more Repre- 
sentatives than it has today. 


: But this inerease in Representatives 
What a Legislature! for many counties would mean a big 
Legislature. To follow the electoral college plan in revising the 
county unit system would mean Georgia's House of Representatives 
would be nearly twice as large as it is today—and it is already 
much too large. It has 205 members today. To put such an elec- 
toral college plan into effect in Georgia without overcrowding the 
legislative chambers, Georgia probably would have to cut down on 
the number of counties.

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The Stories 
From Kitty Hawk 


MANTEO, N. C.—There is an old telegraph 
operator named Alpheus Drinkwater here who 
possesses some manuscripts which it seems to 
me some school of journalism should have for preservation in its 
historic files. They are the half dozen or so stories written by a 
young reporter named Bruce Salley—lI guess he’s dead now, or very 
old—about the flights of the Wright brothers at Kitty Hawk in 
the month of May, 1908. 

They are, I think, the first eyewitness stories written about the 
Wright brothers and their flying machine, though they had made 
their first flights from the Kitty Hawk sands five years before, in 
1903, when, with Wilbur at the controls, they had managed to get 
their strange device two feet off the ground and keep it there for 
a flight of some 150 feet before it nosed down to the sands again. 


And for three years before that, they had conducted “scientifc kite- / 
flying experiments” with motorless glider craft, from this same) 


spot, chosen because always across the Kitty Hawk sands a strong 
north wind blew steadily. 


The thing that interested me mainly about the original copies 
of these historic stories was the feeling of excitement you could 
sense just by reading the old copy. You could tell that here was 
a good, honest reporter, yet a man with imagination, too, who had 
seen something which his mind told him was a new thing on the 
earth and destined to become something beyond man’s wildest 
dreaming—and then you could see where he had XXxXed out his 
flights into probabilities and come back to the bare facts of who 
was at the plane’s controls, how far it flew, how long it stayed in 
the air, what course it flew, whether the engine got hot or not, 
and how the experimental landing gear stood up under the bumpy 
descents to earth. You could read beneath the Xs, and see the 
penciled-in changes, and understand how his mind was working 
against the excitement he must have felt. You caud just hear him 
saying to himself, “‘I've got to stick just to what T saw... .” 


Factual Therefore his first lead, and all of his leads after that, 
were simple, factual and straightforward, with no fancy 

writing in them, no flights of imagination. The first one read: 
“Wright brothers, the aeronauts, now at Kill Devil Hill, near 
here, made a first flight in their new aeroplane this afternoon. 
Although but a test flight it was successful in every respect, the 
machine under the perfect control of its two makers traveling for 
a distance of 1,000 feet. It was made to light with ease and perfect 


lieve in implicitly is that politics 
is a dirty business.

IN THOSE years when Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt was running for 


election, this country saw an out- | 


pouring of millions of voters who 
ordinarily never took the trouble 
to go to the polls. The march of 
these millions overwhelmed the 
reactionary elements of the coun- 


try. In the years when Roosevelt | 


was not running, many thousands 
of voters stayed away from the 
polls. As a result, while the re- 
actionary elements grew no 
stronger, they elected more Con- 
gressmen., 

In short, there never has been 
a swing to the right in recent years 
in this country, there has 
been a hammock in which the 
progressive voter curled up and 
went to sleep while the reaction- 
aries busied themselves about elect- 
ing reactionary Congressmen. 

How remiss tha citizens of this 
country can be and have been in 
living up to their duty to vote 
can be gathered from statistics 
comparing the voting record of 
the United States with those of 


other countries. In Italy, when. 


the referendum on the continu- 
ance of the monarchy was held 
in June, some 89 percent of the 
eligible voters went to the polls, 
while in the last National elec- 
tion in the United States only a 
little more than half of those eli- 
gible to vote did so. In the 1942 
Congressional elections less than 


approximately a third of those 
old enough to vote went to the 


polls. This is in contrast with 
Great Britain, where three-quar- 
ters of the eligible voters cast 
their ballots in the national elec- 
tion, or with France, where 80 
percent of those old enough

He had queried 
many other papers, including the New York Times and World, 
Drinkwater remembers, but they had refused the story. And the 
Herald, though they took it, cut it to a couple of paragraphs and 
played it far back in the paper, giving it equal space and display 
alongside, strangely, a story of a lynching in Georgia. 

They then sent Salley a curt telegram advising him to ‘“‘con- 
fine himself to facts.” The Cleveland “Weader sent him a sharp- 
tongued admonition to “cut out the wildcat stuff,” and refused to 
pay the one-quarter-cent-a-word press rate from Norfolk to Cleve- 
land. (The charge frgm Manteo to Norfolk relay point over the 
Government Weather Bureau wire was 15 cents for one word or a 


thousand.) 

At the end of his next piece Mr. Salley sent equally 
Good Guy sharp replies to the Herald and to Cleveland, 
Saying tnat he was filing facts and if they didn’t believe it come 
see for themselves. The Herald did send a man down. He saw 
what Salley had seen, filed his stories of the flight—and the Herald 
suspended him six weeks without pay. 

In four days, though, the word seemed to get around that maybe 
something was happening here in this wild place beside the sea 
and newspapermen from all over were pouring in. With their 
coming, Drinkwater’s troubles began. They would give him the 
Bible to send to hold the wire while they wrote their copy. The 
London Daily Mail man and a New York newspaperman threatened 
each other with mayhem in a squabble over the wire. But Salley 
seemed to be a smart cookie, though just a country boy.compared to 
these slickers who were fresh from covering the Russo-Japanese War. 
He knew a little Morse himself. So he would beat them in and sit 
down at the wire and file his own story straight out of his head. 
Mr. Drinkwater let him, for Salley was a good guy, who played 
with the Drinkwater baby. 

One thing in Salley’s stories was a little surprising. The 
Wrights were affable, but they wouldn’t talk to newspapermen about 
their plane, and they wouldn’t allow the reporters to come near it. 
The newshawks had to lurk behind the dunes, or in the- woods near 
Kill Devil Hill, writing only what they saw. 

Later on, Salley did manage to get Wilbur Wright to answer one 
question. He asked him if he thought a plane could ever be built 
which would fly across the ocean. Wright said no, he didn’t think 
so.

Anti-Trust Suit Aimed 


At Insurance Firms 


NEW YORK, Aug. 6—(4)—The 
Federal Government filed a civil 
anti-trust suit against 37 insurance 
companies, savings banks and com- 
mercial banks Tuesday seeking an 
injunction to restrain them from 
allegedly conspiring to keep rents 
up and prevent new housing in 
some areas. 

The suit asked dissolution of the 
Mortgage Conference of New York, 
a Wall Street firm which said ina 
statement that it was formed dur- 
ing the depression “to place the 
mortgage lending business in New 
York City on a more scientific ba- 
sis for the good both of the lender 
and the borrower.” 

The 37 companies named indi- 
vidually were members of the 
Mortgage Conference, a Federal 
prosecutor said. The Savings Bank 
Trust Company of New York, 
wholly owned by savings banks, 
also was listed as a defendant in 
the action.
